About 7:35 o'clock this morning, 


the passengers who were on board the 
north bound car that was due to ir- 
rive at the station in this city at 7:48 
o'clock, on the Western Ohio interur- 
ban railroad, had a. Tery narrow es- 
cape from being blown into eternity, 
by reason of a collision between the 
car and a team of horses drawing a 
wagon load of nitro-glycerlne. 
The 


collision resulted in an injury to one 
of the horses and in slight damage to 
the car, but fortunately the deadly 
liquid with which the 
wagon 
was 


loaded, did not receive a jar sufficient 
to cause an explosion. 


Couldn't See the Car. 


The accident occurred at a point 


a short distance west of Gethsemani 
cemetery where a lane leading to the 
Producers' Explosive Co.'s nitro-glv- 
cerlne factory and magazine on the 
Berryman farm, is crossed by the 
Western Ohio track. The wagon had 
just been loaded with nitre-glycerin*1, 
with which an oil well was to be shot, 
and the team was being; driven by 
Shooter Lee Furman. A house, oc- 
cupied by a family named 
Sutton, 


stands at the west side of the lane, 
and within a few feet of the railway 
track, and on account of the location 
of this building Furman diu not see 
the approaching car, and neither mo- 
tortnan Crawford or conductor Koehl, 
who were in charge of the car, could 
see the Hiiro-glycerine wagon. Both 
approached the crossing at a 


Moderate Rate of Speed, 


but the right forward side of the car 
hit the left shoulder of one of tho 
horses with eofiripnt for<-e to knc-ek 
the team aside and to inflict a. severe 
gash in the shoulder of the animal 
•with which it collided. The car was 
stopped as soon as possible, and the 
driver of the wagon led his 
team 


across the track. The injury sustain- 
ed by the one horse was not serious 
enough to prevent the animal from 
continuing 
the trip for the "shot", 


and Furman was soon again on his 
way. 


Car WM Damaged. 


The only damage done to the car 


was the breaking of one of the hand- 
les at the right Of the forward plat- 
form. 


H F Reel and several other Lima 


citizens were aboard the car. 


Driver Furman is considered one 


of the most ca;eful men m the employ 
of the Producers'Explosive Co., and 
iwe accident is considered as being 
one in the "unavoidable" list, but the 
result would have been frightful ha-l 
the collision caused an explosion of 
the nitro-glycerine.

2t 


By Gang of Escaped Outlaws, After a 


Long Deliberation Last Night 


Desperadoes, After Deciding Not to Kill, Kid- 


napped Officers, Rekaaed Them in 


the Brush---Convicts Separate 


and Are Well Aimed. 


San Francisco, July 2S.~At latest 


accounts the troopa and posse orga- J 
nized by the sheriffs of the different i 
counties are keeping in dose toucft 
with the convicts who broke out of 
the state prison at Folsonj, and their j 
prisoners, the guards and jail officials i 
waorn they have taken wRh ttk«E !n j 
self-protection 
The convicts 
are 


moving toward Coima, whei e the citi- 
zens have armed themselves and are 
preparing to resist any attack. They 
have been warned of the advance ot 
the convicts and will unite with the 
authorities In an effort to pnt an end 
to their existence. It is reported by 
a driver of a stage, which passed be- 
tween Pilot Hill and Coloman, that he 
saw the convicts walking close to- ( 
gather. They 
all 
wore 
citiien's 


cloth*** ind were accompanied by men 
who were evidently residents of the 
vicinity, whom they had apparently 
forced to go with them as guides. A 
possf from Placerville, under Sheriff 
Boetwlck, was reported not far be- 
hind them following their trait. The 
result 01 the fight between the con- 
victs and the officers at 7 o'clock last 
night, near Pilot Hill, 
in Eldorado 


county, was the death of Fred Howard, 
a convict killed outright 
and the 


wounding of another convict, a negro, 
named Seavis. The coroner of Placer- 
ville, at the request of the prison offi- 
cials, will bold an inquest on the dead 
convict. When last seen, 
the con- 


victs were in citizen's clothing. \q|ille 
the prison officers wore the atnpes. 
The latter appeared to be having a 
hard time of it as they were heavily 
laden with bundles and ammunition. 


The latest information is to the ef- 


fect that another encounter haa taken 
placf between the fl«>ing convicts and 
th<Mr pursuers, resulting In the death 
of John Allison, a convict, and of An- 
other whose name is unknown. The 
posse and militia arc closing in on the 
desperadoes and It Is probable itmt 
within a few hours they will be sur- 
rounded on all aides. The 
capture 


aid destruction of the complete band 
Is only a matter of a very short time 
as the authorities hare now got then 
thoroughly la hand.

Pilot Hill. All of them had luacite* 
in their pockets,* but when the shoot- 
ing began, they threw Uiem into a box 
in the wagon, and & few minutes later 
fled. Nearly all of them have a tit- 
tle money. The free men had a most 
remarkable escapes, 
ihree of then 


had bullet scratches and abraaioas. 
Seavey was burned on the cheek by 
a bullet; SehJottman'was grated un- 
der the chin and Hopton was grazed 
on the back of the neck. 


The convicts debated as to wheth- 


er to kill their hostages, or turn them 
loose. There was a difference of opin- 
ion among them as to which was best 
to do, but they finally decided to let 
their captives go unharmed.
